TRAINBANDITS 


NpGALES. Ariz.. June 
13. — 


Mexican bandits who attempted to 
hold up and rob a Southern Pacific 
of Mexico train near Dosario sta- 
tion, sixty mites south of Mazatlan, 
Sfnalo, yesterday, were driven off. 
according to reports reaching here 
today. 
Three of the bandits were 


killed and two wounded when Gen- 
eral Abiardo Rodriguez and mem- 
bers of his staff who were aboard 
the train opened fire upon them, 
the report said.
